That’s because the lack of big city 
bonuses will help rein in one of the 
nastier antics of the multinational 
super-rich, which is the poisoning 
of our golden eagles to protect their 
grouse moors. 
This illegal killing is threatening Brit- 
ain’s most magnificent bird of prey. 
According to Scottish Natural Heri- 
tage, the illegal killing of this pro- 
tected species is halting the eagles’ 
recovery in Scotland and thwarting its 
return to Northern England. 
As Stuart Housden, the Royal Society 
for the Protection of Birds’ Director 
for Scotland, pointed out, “the map 
of ‘missing’ golden eagles is remark- 
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ably similar to a map of driven grouse 
moors in Scotland”. 

On these moors, the super-rich cli- 
ents of the giant corporations who 
mostly own them, and the cronies of 
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POISONED: A golden eagle pays the 
price so bankers can shoot at grouse. 
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the Arab and Russian billionaires who 
own almost all of the remainder, blast 
away to rack up the biggest slaughter 
of red grouse to brag about to their 
City chums. 

Court cases involving illegal killing 
of birds of prey reveal, that in order 
to ensure an adequate supply of red 
grouse, the City bosses bully their 
gamekeepers into setting illegal poison 
baits for eagles and other birds of prey 
such as red kites, on their moors. 

Last August, for example, the female 
of the last remaining pair of golden 
eagles in the Scottish Borders fell 
victim to the big bosses’ poisoners. 
But now the billionaires, bank bosses 
and speculators are facing hard times. 
They can’t now afford to slaughter 
their way across Scotland’s moors 
and several “shoots” are in financial 
trouble. 

That’s welcome news for millions of 
ordinary Britons who find the mag- 
nificent sight of eagles soaring in the 
skies of our homeland an inspiration 
worth preserving for.our children. 
Which is more than can be said the 
sordid spectacle of overpaid foreign 
parasites shooting, swigging whisky 
and staggering drunkenly over our 
mountains and moorlands..
